REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, inter alia, a method for 
controlled reservoir opening comprising providing a biocompatible implantable device 
which comprises at least one substrate which comprises a glass, a ceramic, silicon, a 
semiconductor, a polymer, or a combination thereof, a plurality of reservoirs in the 
substrate, a plurality of discrete reservoir caps each of which covers one of the 
reservoirs, and molecules sealed inside the reservoirs; and selectively heating each 
reservoir cap in an amount effective to cause said reservoir cap to undergo a phase 
change and rupture the reservoir cap, thereby opening and open the reservoir.
